The prevention of this type o 
goiter by adding iodine to tha foo« 
has been quite successful. Only 
a very email amount of iodine Is re 
qulred. Three grains of sodium 
iodine given daily for ten consecu 
tlvo days, twice & year, spring ant 
fall, ie enough. Thle will preven 
the development of simple goiter, 
and reduce the size of those alread;, 
enlarged. 
Of course It is true that in got 
trous districts the simple goiter 
frequently develop into more com j 
plicated and more serious form? 
But th at is another story.
